DOMESTIC  SCIENCK 

111  February,  1915,  Domestic  Science  Equipment  was  plac- 
ed in  the  Spencerville  Higli  School.  The  girls  at  once  became 
enthusiastic  about  being  able  to  put  into  practice  the  prin- 
ciples they  had  already  learned.  Interest  has  grown,  and  the 
work  has  proven  profitable  as  well  as  interesting. 

The  course  in  cooking  has  included  classes  of  foods  and 
their  purposes,  a  study  of  nutrients,  experiments  to  show  the 
composition  of  foods,  planning  of  balanced  meals,  methods  of 
cooking,  preparation  of  beverages,  vegetables,  meats,^doughs 
and  batters. 

The  course  in  sewing  has  included  practice  stitches,  study 
of  vegetable  and  animal  fibers,  study  of  textiles,  pattern  draft- 
ing, and  making  of  simple  garments.

MANUAL  TRAINING 


Pi'obiilily  no  otiu'i'  snbjcc't  in  the  high  school  (.'uiTieuliiui  is 
so  eoinplexiug-  to  tile  teacher  in  tlie  small  high  school  than  that 
of  i\Ianual  Training.  Tiie  main  reason  for  this  is  that  as  a 
manual  training-  teaeliei'  lie  must  also  devote  part  of  his  time  to 
some  other  line  of  work.  Thus  he  is  unable  to  be  present  with 
his  class  all  the  time. 

Still  under  tliese  difficulties  we  feel  that  the  department  in 
To  the  iiigh  school  boy  the  value  of  his  training  cannot  be 
To  theh  igli  scliool  boy  the  value  of  tiiis  training  cannot  be 
very  well  estimated.  It  stands  to  reason  that  all  of  us  will  not 
be  ])rofesssional  men.  Then  \vhy  train  all  for  that  line  of 
work  ?  The  boy  in  the  smaller  town  or  on  the  farm  should  be- 
come competent  in  the  use  of  tools.  So  that  when  there  is 
some  repair  work  to  be  doiu-  he  will  not  have  to  send  to  town 


for  a  carpenter  but  may  be  able  to  do  this  himself. 

The  question  ai'ises.  What  should  a  good  course  embody? 
If  it  were  possible  to  give  a  full  four  year  course,  we  should 
begin  with  wood  working  and  finish  in  steel  working.  As  it  is 
we  may  only  give  the  wood  working  and  study  the  statistics  on 
other  trades.  Cement  mixing,  plumbing,  blacksmithiiig,  car- 
pentering, etc.,  should  be  studied  to  a  great  extent. 

In  the  pro,jects  in  wood  working  taken  up  this  winter  we 
have  ti'ied  to  make  oul.v  such  pro,jeets  as  are  useful  to  the  com- 
munit.v.  It  is  simply  a  waste  of  time  to  set  a  boy  at  work  on 
something  that  cannot  be  made  use  of  in  the  home  or  on  the 
farm.  The  work  next  year  we  lioi)e  will  be  even  better  than 
the  past.  So  boys,  if  you  are  contemplating  to  go  to  high 
school  it  is  to  your  own  interest  to  choose  the  one  where  you 
can  get  the  HKST  along  the  lines  of  Vocational  Education.
